a license. Judge Curry took the case un- 
der advisement until next Saturday. 

Mrs, Mauer was arraigned on two affida- 
vits, one charging her with the violating 
of a city ordinance and another drawn 
under an Indiana statute charging her with 
obiaining money under false pretenses. Ac- 
cording to the story of Miss Raeber, she 
paid Mrs. Mauer money for “love charms,”’ 
believing they would bring her a sweet- 
heart. Miss Raeber is about 20 years old, 
and since lasf Sunday has been an inmate 
of the Christian Home of this city. Before 
that time she lived with relatives here. 
The story, as teld by Miss Raeber, was sub- 
stantially as follows: 

“I had heard that Mrs. Mauer could tell 
fortunes and went to her house in June 
last. I paid her a quarter for telling my 
fortune. Prior to that time, however, I 
had asked her for a charm for lovers and 
she gave me one for which I paid $35. In 
a short time I went, to her again and she 
told my fortune the second time. I com- 
plained to her that the charm had falled to 
do its work and she said perhaps it had 
lost its effect and needed to be ‘fed.’

Great Dam in Colorado That 
Will Furnish Electricity 
to State. 


DENVER, Colo., Feb. 14.—Details of one 
of the greatest reservoir and power 
schemes the \world has even known were 
discovered in the state engineer's office in 
a modest looking set of papers that were 
filed on Jan. 21. The scheme would proba- 
bly have remained a secret much longer 
but for the belief that the Denver City 
Tramway Co. is surreptitiously behind the 
venture with the purpose in view of abol- 
ishing all of its Denver power plants and 
generating electricity for almost the entire 
state. pf Colorado at a point on the Grand 

“Titer” ‘were the mountains from 


‘Denver. 

Maps and drawings in the engineer's of- 
fice show that a reservoir on the Grand 
river, to be ten miles long and six miles 
across at the widest point, is to be utilized 
for storing the flood waters of the Grand, 
the Blue and the Muddy rivers and of 
Troublesome creek—enough to fiil the reser- 
voir in any spring season and store more 
water than the city of Denver would use in 
ten years if applied to that purpose. At a 
point near the town of Kremling a power 
“s ant will be erected for generating electric- 
ty that is to be brought to Denver. 

Having but 96 miles to carry this cur- 
rent, the loss will be slight as compared to 
most other projects that have been pro- 
posed in Colorado. 

The reservoir will cover an area of $270 
acres, and is capable of storing 299,400 acre 
leet, or 98,000,000,000 gallons of water. 

The flow of the four streams that will be 
utilized will fill the reservoir in five months 
or within a few weeks during the flood 
season. It is proposed to construct a ma- 
sonry dam at the mouth of the famous and 
picturesque granite canon through which 
flows the Grand river, the dam to be 200 
feet high and 300 feet wide. From this toa 
point four miles pelow in Grand County, 
will be a Pipe line capable of, carrying 800 
cubic feet of water a second, with a grade 
of 10 feet fall to the mile, the water to 
be used for power purposes at the electric 
prune and then returned to the bed of the 
river 

Power is to be conveyed to Denver, Lead- 
ville, Georgetown, Idaho Springs, Black 
Hawk, Central City and other points in the 
counties of Pitkin, Lake Park, Summit, 
Grand, Gilpin, Clear Creek, Jefferson, 

3oulder, Douglas and Arapahoe, 

This power, which will be in the aggre- 
gate more than 200.000 horse power, can be 
furnished the trolley lines of Denver at a 
reduction of 60 per cent in the cost of pro- 
pelling tramway cars under the present 
system. The street cars. mines, mills and 
manufactorieés of more than a dozen busy 
counties can be supplied with this power 
without the enormous drain of fuel bills. 

It will also be a great benefit to the 
farmers and those using Grand river water 
below Kremling in that {t will insure a 
steady flow the year round. Irrigation can 
then proceed on the most practical basis 
yet evolved.

Easy Money; but 

Public Doesn’t Buy. 

After a spurt of activity and streng.h on 
Monday, the stock market fall back again 
into a conditfon of apathy and lethargy. 


This was accepted as a new demons.ration 
of the futility of the eiforts of speciua- 
tive combinations and pvols to awaken in- 
terest in stocks on the present outside pub- 
lic. These elements had in their favor the 
continued casé of money condastions, and 
especially the introduction into the Senate 
of the Aidrieh biil for ltberaiizing the pro- 
visions for government deposits with na- 
tional banks, in preventing stringency in 
ihe money marke.s during tne conung fall. 
The somnolent state of speculation is a 
puzzle te the professional element in view 
of the apparent promise for future prosper- 
aus conditions. 

The importance atittached to the Aldrich 
bill in current financial discusion provabiy 
offers a key to one of the reasons of the 
yrevailing hesitation in the stock market. 
it is now generally recognized tha: the 
money market passed through a crisis last 
fall, which had many dangerous elements 
in it. The step taken by the secretary of 
the treasury In accepting state and munici- 
pal bonds as security for government de- 
posits was a potent factor in avoiding @ 
catasirophen. 

The problem of avoidin ga lock up of sur- 
pius government revenues in the treasury 
grows in difficulty every year, 
growing scarcity and augmented 
gcvernment bonds, upon which al 
ures of rellef depend under the law. 
device of purchasing government bonds at 
a premium in the open market has come 
to cause a displacement of bonds deposited 
to secure: circulation, thus operating to 
ccentract the circulation at one point in the 
proportion it is expanded at another. It is 
with great relicf therefore that the finan- 
cial world sees the prospect of the deposit 
of government surplus funds wtih ‘banks 
at 1% per cent interest on the security of 
state, municipal and approved railroad 
bends. 

The removal of the inhibition against 
deposit of customs receipts with the 
banks is also calculated to be of special 
benefit to New York banks, as the bulk 
of the customs are payable at this port. 
The making available of the bonds to be 
issued for construction of the Panama 
canal for purposes of security for bank 
notes and government deposits is an ad- 
ditional factor for expansion of circula- 
tion.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—The capital 
hasn't figured out yet just what Secretary 
Shaw meant when he said in his speech in 
New York on Wednesday that President 


Roosevelt, “with unselfish devotion is giv- 
ing eighteen hours a day as the chief ser- 
vant of eighty millions of people.”’ 
the secretary means the President is 
giving eighteen hours of devotion the state- 
ment is assumed to be correct, for nobody 
will say the President is not devoted to 
his work. 
If he means the President is working 
eighteen hours a day, the statement is ac- 
cepted here with a grain of salt, although 


the exubzrance of eulogy. 

As a matter of fact, the President does 
not work elghteen hours a day or anything 
like that time. Neither is it necessary for 
him to work so long 

He gets to his oftice in the executive 
building about half after 9 o'clock in the 
morning, takes an hour for luncheon, quits 
about 4, unless there is something very 
im ortant in hand, 

e works with great energy during this 
time and clears up his desk every day. 

He is a firm believer in play, as he is in 
work, and goes riding or takes some form 
of exercise every afternoon, gefierally be- 
ginning at 4 o'clock. 

He dines at 7, usually with company. °: it 
is seldom he does not have a friend or two 
at luncheon. Many times he has had 
guests at breakfast. There have been few 
nights since he went to the reconstructed 
White House when there were not guests 
in the house. 

The nights. when the President has not 
been at dinner somewhere or giving a din- 


tertainment have been few. 

On Sunday the President does not work, 
but spends the day with his family. He 
goes to church in the morning and goes 
riding with Mrs. Roosevelt and the chil- 
dren in the afternoon. 

Secretary Cortelyou, who used to come to 
the White House every night when Presi- 
dent McKinley was alive, now goes home 
for the day at 6 o'clock. 

No President in recent years has done so 
much entertainingf/ as Mr. Roosevelt. 

No President has given so much time to 
the manifold social duties of the head of 
the nation. He does not work eighteen 
hours a day, because he does not have to. 
He does his work in eight hours or less, 
and “does it thoroughly. 

Many times he has political conferences 
at the White House in the ev ening, but on 


{an average his working hours are much 


less than elghteen and everybody is giad 
he can get so much time for recreation and 
for society.

Freak Bill to Prohibit It in 
Public Passed by the Leg- © 
islature This Winter. 


ITS OPERATIONS ARE, 
HOWEVER, MUCH RESTRICTED 


Legislators Took It Up as a Joke, but 
Decided It Was a Good Thing in 
Some Cases—Some Other 
Strange Bills.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Feb. 14.—Of the 
freak bills introduced into the Tennes- 
see legislature this session, the one at- 
tracing the most attention is the anti- 
kissing bill, which prohibits public kiss- 
ing by married or unmarried persons be- 
tween the ages of 15 and 765. 

It was introduced by Representative 
T. I. Barnes of Louderdale County. lt 
makes public kissing a misdemeanor. 

Mr. Barnes comes from a age bor- 
dering the Mississippi river in the ex- 
treme western portion of the state, and 
it is probably because of the malaria! 
atmosphere of his home environment that 
he has come to take a somewhat jaun- 
diced view of life. It could hardly have 
been possible for this bill to have em- 
anated from a mountain member or one 


representing a county in the salubrious 
middle basin, where people have sound 
livers. 


Mr. Barnes had been reading about mi- 
crobes and infection, and having reached 
the conclusion that many diseases are 
spread through useless oscuiatory per- 
formances, he thought the proper means 
of prevention lay in making woe) a 
crime, and he introduced a bill for that 
purpose. 

The House took the bill as a great joke 
and passed it with an amendment which 
makes it applicable only to Mr. Barnes 
and his successors in office. 

In the upper House the Dill has been 
referred to a committee of unmarried sen- 
ators, which ineludes the redoubtable 
Jere Baxter. Col. Baxter is a widower and 
in addition to being both a railroad presi- 
dent and politician, is one of the hand- 
somest and dressiest men in the Senate. 
Another unique measure brought before 
the legislature: and one alltogether out of 
what might be considered the legitimate 
rovince of a mS nmage ig body, was the 
edgerwood resolution to instruct the Ten- 
nessee delegation in the next national con- 
yention of the Democratic eb to vote 
for a southern man on the ticket to be 


nominated. Senator Ledgerwood comes 
from Knoxville. He is quite a familia 
character throughout the state, having 


been some years in politics, and is some- 


what picturesque both in appearance and 
character. 

A funny circumstance connected with 
this resolution is that it passed the Senate 
through the aid of the Republicans in that 
body, who cast their rty vote solidly in 
its favor. One Republican senator sald he 
was anxious to get Col. Ledgerwood on the 
next Democratic Presidential ticket, in or- 
der to insure its defeat. 

There has been quite a frenzy for tem- 
perance laws in the present legis!ature and 
among many bills of this character intro- 
uuced is one to require the saloons to dt 
away with all screens and so arrange their 
houses that there will be an unobstructed 
view through their houses from the street.

Stavely’s amendment was voted down. 

O'Donnell defended the bill. He said it 
was not right that degenerates should 
marry. He said that the thing to do was 
to legislate for future generations. He 
sai hat eventually the time would come. 
when consumptives and persons afflicted 
with scrofulous diseases would be forbid- 
den to marry, but that it was not wise to 
include the amendment in the bill at this 


ime. 

“This bill In itself,’ Mr. O’Dannell said, 
“does not amount to much, but it is an 
opening wedge which will create discus- 
sion and sentiment which will culminate 
in more effective legislation along this 
line in the future.” 

The bill was finally recommended fa- 
vorably by a vote of 43 to 26.

Roosevelt has .succumbed to the long 
strain incident to her social duties and has 
been ordered by the surgeon-general of 
the navy, Dr. P. M. Rixey, to keep to her 
bed for a few days. 


Just prior to the dinner last night, 
tendered to the German minister and the 
Baroness Von Biernberg, Mrs. Roolevelt 
became faint and was obliged to go to 
her room. 

She did not recover sufficiently to ap- 
pear at the dinner or the musicale which 
followed. 

In her absence Mrs. Hay, wife the Sec- 
retary of State, acted as the President’s 
hostess. 

Mrs. Roosevelt was very weak today 
and, while there are no serious sy mptoms, 
there is every indication of a nervous col- 
lapse similar to that which attacked her 
last spring. 

For the past ten days intimate friends 
of Mrs. Roosevelt have noticed her las- 
situde and languor.’ She was warned by 
Dr. Rixey she was overtaxing her strength. 

At the reception given to Congress Feb. 
5, Mrs. Roosevelt became sick while re- 
ceiving her guests, and had to be assist- 
ed from the Blue Room by Capt. Cowles 
and Miss Alice Roosevelt, 

She fainted on reaching her room and 
Dr. Rixey was called from the East Room 
to attend her. 

She rallied in a short while and insisted 
upon resuming her duties at the reception. 
During the reception last Thursday night 
to the Army and Navy, she complained 
greatly of fatigue and was compelled to 
abandon her place in the line shortly 
after 10 o'clock. 

She was ill all day yesterday and the 
President suggested recalling the invita- 
tions for the dinner and reception, but 
she would not permit this. 

It is believed now that invitations for 
the dinners and musicales, which are out 

for two weeks to come, will be recalled 
unless she shows a decided improvement.

Members of the Hanna party, it is al- 
leged, had been gambiing and opening 
wine. 

They had lost $6000 and accumulated a $400 
wine bill, and, when the members left the 
House, they were not in a good humor. 

According to the story told by Caldwell, 
f0me men, whose description, as given by 
him, is said to correspond with that of mem- 
bers of the Hanna party, hailed a cab in 
which he was returning to his hotel. 

The Hanna party demanded that Cald- 
well be put out.of the cab and they allowed 
to enter it. 

The driver refused to comply, and then. 
it is alleged, they proceeded to capture it 
for themselves. hey opened the docr and 
one of them struck Caldwell, it is charged, 
meeting him ineensible. 

Then the police say, he was badly beaten, 
thrown out and left in the street, while his

WASHINGTON, Feb. 14—Baron Speck 
Von Sternberg, the German minister 
charged with the mission of settling the 
Venezuelan incident, said to the Post-Dis- 
patch correspendent today: 
“The great lesson of this affair is: If 
four men can agree and settle such a com- 
plex and vexatious question, four nations 
can also agree, and the settlement of fu- 
ture difficulties Is much simplified by the 
fact that the Venezuelan incident has been 
composed by arbitration. 
“It can be truthfully stated that Germany 
is amply satisfied with the outcome, and 
that the incident makes for the permanent 
peace of the world. 
“During the past four or five days, I have 
been ketnly alive to the fact that the nego- 
tiations were hated in the interest of Ger- 
many. I took this responsibility In order 
that the final adjustment of the protocols 
should leave no irritating thorns in the 
flesh of the parties. 
“When the principle of reference to The 
Hague was accepted on the basis of a 
payment of $27,500 to every one of the al- 
lies, the actual sttuation was that the Brit- 
ish first lien claims were fwily satisfied 
while Germany was accorded only a small 
fraction of the debts which President Cas- 
tro had formally acknowledged.

MASTER PAINTER OF CHILDREN

The Museum of 
Niort possesses “The Night Asylum,” and 
the museum at Dijon ‘The Prayer of the 
Humble.” Mons. Geoffroy has also done 
some good illustrations, and Mont. Hetzel 
placed in his hands some very important 
work.

Cummins today testified against her hus- 
pand, who is on trial for the murder of 
Anna Dishman, his 13-year-old hired girl. 

“You want him punished?" asked a law- 
yer. 

“Hie ought to be hung,”’ she shouted, to 
the astonishment of the auditors. 

Al. hough the courtroom is liarge,. the 
crowds were unable to find a place to sit or 
stand at the trial today. 

In the cross-examination of Mrs. Cum- 
mins at the opening of court, Attorney El- 
liott drew from her the fact that she had 
often whipped the girl, and that she had 
at one time ducked her in a half-barrel 
of waier. 

She said the girl had a habit of going 
to sleep in the hot weather before she had 
finished her work, and she told her she 
would duck her if it happened again, 

She Made Girl 
Jump Into Water. 

It happened again and the witness made 
the girl jump into the barrel. Then she 
pushed her head ynder. She lifted the 


girl out and John Cummins carried her to 
the house, where she soon returned to con- 


sciousness. 
Asked why she told the officers about the 


murder, the witness replied that before the 
body was burned Cummins often begged her 


not to tell, but, after the burning, he be- 
came independent and ehe was afraid he 
would try to get out of the killing and 
fasten it upon her, 

Mrs. Cummins did not waver under cross- 
examination and did not get mixed up. 

At times, she was deliberate and low- 
voiced, and at other times she shouted. 

Frequently, the attorney would ask her 
some question about “Slim Legs,’’ her im- 
aginery nemesis, and she would answer or 
try to while the attorneys for the state and 
the judge would attempt to stop her. 

She described the murdered girl's last 
hours and told how she kept the boys from 
knowing of her death.

Frances Edith Conway, the young wom- 
an from Cheyenne, Wyo., who was found 
walking in her sleep on Laclede avenue 
Saturday morning at 3:30 o’clock, remained 
at the City Hospital all day Saturday. She 
had no memory of her sleep-walking. She 
went to bed with a headache Friday night 
and woke up Saturday morning in the City 
Hospital. 

She expects to leave the hospital today, 
as she is not ill beyond the cold taken 
while on the icy street. Miss Conway was 
met while walking in her sleep by Arthur 
and Vincent Schoppe, sons of Police Lieut. 
J. M. Schoppe. She wore a nigh.dress and 
stockings, and looked to the young men 
like a ghost. She fell and remained uncon- 
scious while they took her to the home of 
Mrs, George Cook, 18 South Spring avenue. 
From there she was taken to the hospital. 

During the day she was able to sit in 
a chair in the convalescent ward. 

Miss Conway told the following story 
to the Post-Dispatch: 


“I came to St. Louls three weeks ago. 
My home is in Cheyenne, Wyo. was 
brought up there. My father is a ranch- 
er. I left home because my mother ana 

had a disagreement. I wanted to be 
a trained nurse, but she rey eg Each 
time I came home there would be words. 
Finally my mother said, ‘Don’t come 
home again until I send for you, unless 
aes give up that idea.’ I then left home. 

took none of my clothes. The suit 
that [ wore away from home I changed 
for another on the way, so that my folks 
could not recognize me by the descrip- 
tion of my clothes. 

“I went to the Oregon Hotel when Il 
came here. I stayed there until my store 
of money began to grow small, then 
Mrs. Cook, who was a clerk at the hotel. 


took me to her home. She has been 
very good to me. 

“I looked for work, but it was hard to 
nd. There was plenty of work, but not 
the kind that I could do. 

“T was perfectly willing to do housework 
but I didn't know how to go about it. i 
don’t know how to manage a house. One 
day I went to work at a laundry. They 


put me in the starching room. I worked 
all day and came home and fa'nted. I had 
no idea that laundry work was so hard. I 
shall never find fault with collars again 
that aren’t just right. I thought machines 
did those things. JI didn't know that they 
were the work of girls. 


Used to Walk 
in Sle~p as Child. : 
“Of course, I could not go back to the 
laundry again. I was worried about not 


finding work and I suppose that was the 
reason that I walked in my sleep. I used 
to do that when I was a ch ld. 

‘1 am sorry to have made so much trouble 
for Mrs. Cook, for she has been so good 
to me. I wanted to get a position as nurse, 
but could not because I had no diploma, 
I have had some experience, though. 

“I was never in such a position I 
have always had money, and my parents 
are in good circumstances.” 

Miss Conway is a sweet-faced young 
woman with long, curly auburn hair. Her 
eyes are a dark blue and she has some 
freckles. Her hands show that she is not 
accustomed to hard work, as they are 
chapped from her laundry experience. The 
thumb of her right hand its scarred as if 
she had suffered from a felon. Her teeth 
are white and strong looking. One of the 
side ones is covered with gold. She has a 
pleasing voice and took interest in the chil- 
dren that played about the floor of the 
,convalescents’ room. 
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: i laughed when she spoke of love af- | 
airs. 

‘This is one woman's story that has noth- 
ing to do with a man. I[t is another woma:: 
this time. Mention has been made of the 
letter I wrote to Mr. Will Morgan. I sup 
pose he will be much surprised to see his 
name in the paper in connection with mine. 
I have known him all my jife, but our 
dealings have been business ones. The let- 
ter I] wrote to him was a business letter. 
The fact that I gave it to Mrs. Cook to 
mail shows that I had no idea of keeping 
it secret, : 

“IT am just an everyday girl, and this 
is only 2 case of stubbornness. Should my 
folks send for me I would probably g0 
home.

“There was a rasping sound, the huge 
thing groaned, then with smcothness and | 
precision, shot down.

‘“ “There’s 2800 pounds in that box,’ as- 
serted young Rice. We figured it up at 
45 cents a ton, and they said we had earned 
60 cents. The boxes will hold from 2500 
to 3000 pounds each, according to the way 
they are packed. 

“In a few moments a driver with three 
mules came along the main areaway. They 
were quickly hitched to the car and pulled 
it away to the shaft. 

“There was a great roar along the pas- 
sage as the car rumbled off. The light on 
the driver’s cap flickered as he went farth- 
er and farther, and in a few moments it 
vanished. 

“The next thing I learned was that load- 
ing was the easiest and most profitable 
part of the work, After we had loaded 
several cars, they told me that the rea) 
task was to dig the coal loose from the 
solid rock. It is a six-foot vein, sometimes 
‘slipping’ or diminishing to four feet and 


less. 


PARSON DRILLS 
FOR THE BLASTING 


“We'll put you to drilling holes for the 


the close of the day, loosening the coal 
from the rock. Then get enough out to 
last them the next day. During the night 
the smoke is carried off.’ 

“Rice tock a little hand drill and made a 
‘starter’ in the rock. Then he handed me 
what looked like a huge auger, with a 
crank contrivance on the emd. 

“ ‘Imagine you're grinding coffee,’ 
his terse instruction. 

‘The drill was inserted and I crouched on 
the floor, my shoulder next to a massive 
lump weighing tons. I grasped the handle 
and began to churn away. It was for all 
the world like running an ice cream freezer, 
an operation familiar to me from many 
a church festival. The drill bit into the 
coal, forcing a steady passge. In a half 
hour it was deep enough for the ‘shot.’ 
Then I drilled the second hole. 

‘Rice is a cheerful fellow to be with. He 
has had some wonderful experiences in the 
mines. He described the effect of fire and 
choke damps, and it was so realistic that 
a feeling of uncanniness came.over me. I 
realized vividly the daily risk these men 
assume to win their bread. Now and then 
an awe of the intense darkness possessed 
me and I wondered what would be our fate 
if something happened to cut us off from 
the shaft, nearly a mile away. Just when 
these thoughts were strongest, some miners 
from other rooms came in. Their cheerful- 
ness restored my normal calm. 

“Tt was steady grinding until 9 o'clock, 
when we ate our morning lunch. My appe- 
tite was good. The uncanny feeling had 
worn off, and one of elation over the vic- 
tory replaced it. We wielded pick and 
shovel steadily until noon. 

“Our dinners were eaten in the little pas- 
sage hollowed from the rock. With backs 
to the wall, rough-hewn, we ate and talked, 
just as if I had been one of them for years. 
I never enjoyed a meal with greater relish. 
Our hands were dirty, our faces grimy, but 
there are millionaires who would give vast 
fortunes to have eaten with the appetites of 
myself and partners. 

“Other diggers dropped in to see us, and 
I got to meet quite a number of them and 
told them I Intended to come around and 
work with them. They were hearty in their 
welcomes. 


“There is something wonderful in the coal 
miner under ground. On the top, he may 
be unprepossessing, ungainly and ill- 
dressed. He is frequently uncouth of 
speech. In the deep caverns of the pit he 
is another being. He treads the mazes of 
those underground passages with a famil- 
larity wonderful to the uninitiated. The 
gloom and silerce of the place seems to in- 
vest him with dignity and strength. His 
utter lack of fear and willingness to se- 
cure his subsistence under such deterring 
cenditions simply impresses anyona whvu 
visits a mine and traverses miles uf there 
barrow subterranean routes. 


KEEPING MINERS’ ' 
WORK ACCOUNTS 


“We ate and rested for a half haur. Some 
of the men smoxed their pipes. 

“We were again at work at 12:30. Car af- 
ter car was sent out, and it seemed to be 
a good day for room 26. 

“Their system of keeping accounts is 
simple. The first load was sent out with 
Robert Rice’s number.

It is, therefore, to the last degree 
important for the man to be absolute mas- 
ter of his body; he must know how to feed 
it in relation to his work; meat and coarse 
food, if muscular work; carefully con- 
densed food if it is to be all mental work; 
a different food if his emotions are in- 
volved. | 

A man at 40 years of age, ought to be 
able in the morning to say whether he 
néeds the stimulus of coffee for work, or 
whether he needs a sedative instead, like 
hot milk; or whether. he needs a stimulant 
like rare beef, or whether he !s already 
over-cerebrated and so engrossed in his 
work that he ought to have a grain food 
which wil! quiet the nerves while feeding 
and nourishing the brain, 

It is pogssibie for a man to gain so inti- 
mate a knowledge of his body that he can 
play upon it with foods and drinks, as the 
organist plays upon the keys and pedals 
and steps of his great instrument. Then 
and only then, does a man know the joy 
of working; then will be be able to keep 
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himself in the pink of perfect neat: ‘then 
he will discover that magnetism is of over- 
flowinz heaith; that elwcuence is large y 
nerve and physical reserve; that radiant

OF HEATLH. 


N gemeral the rules for building a sound, 
body have to do- with food, sleep and 
exercise, but THE GREATEST OF 

THESE IS EXERCISE. 

The fact is that if a young man or woman 

exercises enough and properly almost any 
kind of food will setve for health. Also 
with ‘the proper amount of exercise sleep 
ig always insured. Great is the power o 
inspiration for genius, but perspiration is 
second thereto. 
\ So far as food is concerned by reason of 
the tropic fruits in the winter and the 
cheapness of all grains and meats, the 
time has come when nine young people out 
of ten not only have too much food. but 
too rich food. There are innumerable 
wealthy men who accomplish their, enorm- 
ous work upon half the amount of food 
and half as expensive as that eaten by their 
humblest clerks. : 

The question of exercise therefore is the 
important one. 

When coal is put in the engine its heat 
drives the locomotive forward, but the 
ashes must be got rid of. Suppose a young 
man of 20 years of age daily takes into his 
body three pounds of food and drink. When 
the blood has been used in the brain and 
so broken up the waste ash must be got rid 
of. 

Now it is hard enough for the heart to 
pump the blood through the body, but if the 
youth remains quiet, without exercise, then 
the heart must also, by pumping, do double 
work, and force the foul blood out. into the 
hands and feet and push the waste through 
the holes in the skin and expel it through 
the lungs and kidneys. 

But if the boy will exercise for an hour 
each day, by muscular exercise, he forces 
the blood to the ends of his hands and feet, 
thus tearing down the old tissue ‘and float- 
ing them out, while at the same time forc- 
ing the new blood out to the extremities, 
where each drop, becoming a little archi- 
tect, builds in new structure, makes the 
muscles hard as ivory and the skin white 
as marble and smooth as silk.

THE STATE CAPITAL.

Most people believe that Jefferson City 
has always been the state capital This is 
substantially, although not exactly, true. 
The first legislature, elected in anticipation 
of the state's admission to the Union, met 
in St. Louls, September, 1820, and appointed 
five commissioners to select a site for a cap- 
ital. The commissioners met in May, 1821, 
at Cote Sans Dersein, now Barkersville, 
in Callaway County, which contested with 
the new town of Marton, in Cole County, 
for the honor. The latter was finaily se- 
lected. St. Charles was the seat of the 
state government until the completion of 
the state house in 1826. Jefferson City was 
not incorporated and given its present name 
until 1825. It was, of course, named in hon- 
or of Thomas Jefferson. The question of 
capital removal has often been agitated, 
but has been submitted to vote of the peo- 
ple only once, in 1896.

ISCOVERY OF ICH GOLD FELD 
‘WARM. AT TORRES MOUNTAIN:

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The Assay Shows 3000 Ounces to the Ton and Miners Are 
Flocking to the District—Discoverer Offered a Large 
Sum for His Claim Out of Which He Took 
$60,000 in Two Weeks. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

DOUGLAS, Ariz., Feb. 14.—The excite- 
ment caused along the border by recent big 
gvld strikes south of this city is unpre- 
cedented in the history of mining in Ari- 
zona and Sonora. 

There has been a great rush to the gold 
fields and in the past few days 200 claims 
have been taken up. 

The recent strike is located in the Tor- 
recs mountains, 40 miles from the coast 
terminus of the Nacozari Railroad. 

Edward Sturgis, who is now in El Paso, 
made the first strike, It is reported that his 


assays showed 3000 ounces in gold to the 
ton. This report created a fever of excite- 
ment and both ners and business men in 
towns along the border at once made a 
rush for the scene of the strike. 

It is reported on reliable authority that 
Sturgis, who made the first strike, took 


out $60,000 in two weeks before the rich- 
ness of his find became

Tike all reports of big strikes in Sonora 
the Douglas strike was at first discredited 
‘here, but mining men who returned today 
from the scene of the excitement, say that 
reports are not exaggerated. 

Torres mountain is a virgin district al- 
though in that part of Sonora there are 
many rich mines. The latest strike is less 
than 30 miles from E] Tigre mine, which 
was discovered several months ago. 

An eastern syndicate had a bond for $600,- 
000 on that ale rag | and refused to make 
the first payment. ut this does not seem 
to have allayed the excitement caused 
by the Torres Mountain strike. 

‘In a sample of ore which reached here 
today, free gold can be seen all through 
the rock with the naked eye.

Naturally the sda aiid will be, how 
about the crops yet to be harvested? So 
far as this country is concerned the prom- 
ise could hardly be better than it is for the 
coming winter wheat crop. The conditions 
attending the growth of the 1908 crop have 
been unusually good. Outside fiy damage 
and too rank a growth to the early-sown 
last fall, and some pretty hard freezes 
with no snow protection, there have been 
conditions that could not be improved up- 
on, if made to order. Moisture has been 
unusually plentiful and the plant must 
have an exceptionally strong root owth. 
Latest reports do not indicate any Jamage 
of consequence by the fiy or impairment 
by the forced growth. Across the water, 
hewever, the weatgZer has not been near 
so well calculated to forward the growth 
and prospects of the wheat plant as in 
this country. Both tn western and eastern 
Europe there were several sharp attacks 
by severe frosts when no snow covered 
the ground. So it is probable Europe will 
furnish some crop-recare literature this 
spring. It goes without saying that the 
American farmer and speculator will pull 
off several crop scares before harvest also.

WANTS $00,000 


Sues Prominent Omaha Man 
for Breach of Promise Made 
Under Strange Con- 
ditions. 
DEFENDANT IS THE -HEIR 
TO AN ENGLISH ESTATE 


Edward Corey, the Man Against 
Whom Suits Is Brought, Says He 
Is Married and Has a 
Wife Now. 


OMAHA, Neb., Feb. 14.—In a suit just in- 

stituted in the courts of Cook County, 
Illinois, two Omahans, one of whom 
achieved considerable prominence several 
years ago as one of the principal gieirs to 
an English. estate worth $200,000,000, are 
concerned. 


The suit is instituted by Miss Maud 
Williams against Edward Clark Corey for 
$50,000 damages for an alleged breach of 
promise to marry. Both Corey and Miss 
Willams once MKved in Omaha, the 
former being a contractor and architect, 
aud the latter the daughter of W. G. 
Willlams, who was, until his death a few 
years ago, connected with the Phenix In- 
surance Co. 

Corey's friends were called on several 
years ago to congratulate him because 
of the fact that he had established his 
identity as one of the heirs to the estate 
of Sir Francis Drake. The estate is 
worth $200,000,000, and is now in process 
of settlement in the English courts. 

During Corey's life in Omaha he had, 


with his family, lived next door to the Wil- 
liams family, ane their friendship was of 
the kind that usually exists between neigh- 
bors of long standing. 

Six years ago Mr. Williams died and 
shortly afterward Corey left for Europe to 
poauee the other heirs to the Drake for- 
tune. Four years was spent in this work 
and then, so Miss Williams says, he re- 
turned to this country and commenced a 
search for her. 

“While Mr. Corey was in Europe he lost 
the address of our family,’’ Miss Williams 
says, ‘‘and he has told me that he sent 
over 600 letters in his attempts to locate 


us. 

“Finally he found us and was taken sick 
a short time afterward. He Ag | at our 
pecs and I helped nurse him back to 

ealth. It was then that he began to mani- 
fest his affection for me. Since then we 
have learned to love each other, and we 
were to have been married a year ago.” 

According to the story set forth in Miss 
Williams’ petition they were to have been 
married Feb. 3, and were to have had a 
three weeks’ honeymoon in Florida. 

“As it is,’’ she declares, ‘“‘the man who 

rofessed to love me and row finds that he 
s an heir to millions, a also found that 
has no love for a poor 

Corey, the Omaha de sadant in the case, 
protests that the suit is based on trumped- 
up charges. 

“T have been married for 23 years,’ he 
says, ‘‘and have a wife and a Nh daugh- 
ter. I have never loved Miss illiams and 
have never pretended to. I never agreed 
to marry her. I have known her for 16 
years. have often spoke to her of my 
wife and daughter, and it is absurd to say 
that I ever made love to her. Then we 
lived in Omaha the Williams girls used to 
come to our home and play with my daugh- 
ter. It is all a scheme to get money out of 
me.”’ 

Corey will be remembered by Omahans 
through the publicity given his claims to 
the estate of Sir Francis Drake some six 
years ago. He stated then that he had es- 
tablished his line of ancestry back to the 
time of William the Conqueror. He soon 
afterward gave up his business here to 
go to England and various parts of the 
country to form an association of the pros- 
pective heirs to the estate. 

Miss Williams has stated that she has a 
number of letters which will be roauced 
at the trial of the case. She also exhibits 
a picture of herself and Corey, taken to- 
gether. He explains these matters by say-

I have never 
considered Miss Williams as more than a 
friend.’

Will Result in War. 


ENFORCE FRANCHISE LAW 
FOR BLACKS OR REPEAL IT 


Declares That if South Will Make 
Open Plea to North for White 
Supremacy, Negro Suffrage 
Will Be Abolished. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 14.—‘‘The race. feeling 
at the South is liable to result in qa bloody 
outbread of the negroes at any time, with 
the present state of things.” 

This is the deliberate verdict of John S&S. 
Wise, former congressman from Virginia, 
and member of the famous Wise family of 
that state. The prediction was made in a 
speech at Philadelphia and repeated in 
Boston. Mr. Wise elaborated this week his 
views to a Post-Dispatch correspondent at 
his office in this city today. 

“Who knows what the negro is doing at 
night? He wil] not stand the treatment he 
is receiving always. When the race war 
comes, if it does come, then I as a white 
man, will be found fighting on the side of 
my race, but it is our duty as the stronger 


race to prevent it. 

“The negro's feeling for the white man 
is hatred. Before the war his greeting was 
a smile and a hearty ‘How d'ye do, mas- 
sa.’ Now, he passes you with a furtive 


scowl. 

‘The federal government 
to enforce the law enfranc 
groes or repeal it. 

“Tt must meet the issue, not wink at it. 
If the South will stop its lynching. cheat- 
ing and ballot-box stuffing and come for- 
ward in a manly way and appeal to the 
federal government for white supremacy, 
I believe the franchise law will be re- 
pealed. 


“Creating Degeneracy 

Among My People. 

“The way the South has dealt with the 
quesiion is degrading. It is breeding for us 


a mongre! race, like that of Spain. It is 
creating “the Gon among my people. I 

ht in e Confederate army, and my 
fat er was ong those who refused to 
take the pledge hat meant government 
with a negro electorate.

“In the + ag into which am seekin 
to force this issue, the states which fee 
that negro suffrage is an intolerable wrong 
must appear before the nation, which im- 

osed the burden. and demand that they 

e relieved of the p es which they 
gave concerning it. That is the manly and 
honest course 

“That will end the blind. degrading, fool- 
ish course they have been pursuing. 


North Would Insure 

Supremacy of Whites. 

“With the subsidence of all other ani- 
mosities between the sections, the strength 
of race prejudice is such that the white 
people of the North will never sustain 
any party advocating a policy which im- 


erils white supremacy in any state of 
he Union, and, if the southern states are 
reasonable and present their case dis- 
passionately, the ultimate solution of the 
roblem will be that each state will be al- 

owed to regulate its suffrage, upon the 
s»le condition that the basis of represen- 
tation in Ngee shall be the actual, 
and not the ree Ane electorate of the 
state.

Each 
depositor became an advertiser. A _ per- 
centage of 10 per cent was paid to a per- 
son causing new capital to be invested.

The wonderful way he is holding 
out when the shadow of death is upon him 
continuously, hag won the admiration of 
the most stoical. 

He is making a splendid fight, but even 
modern medical science will not venture a 
prediction concerning the result. 

Thirty-six convuldions caused by lockjaw 
have weakened his capacity to resist, but 
the indomitable spirit seems to defy the 
disease. He believes he will recover. 

This conviction, coupled with the heroic 
treatment Dr. Nietert and Dr. Clark have 
broughi about a temporary victory which 
astonishes men of science. It has won, too, 
the intercst and sympathy of the multitude 
for no finer example of bravery was ever 
given. 

Thé most heroic figure is the man who re- 
fuses io die, but who dies fighting if he 
Inust die. Wand is that sort.

Men’s League Wants to Know How Many 
Fair Visitors City Can Accommodate—How 


the Enumerators Are Received. 


‘EEPING boarders is going to become fashionable in St. Louis. 


So says Secretary William Flewellyn 


Saunders of the Business Men’s 


League, which just now is engaged in taking a census of the hotels, dwell- 
ings, boarding and rooming houses that will help to entertain the visitors who will 
attend the World’s Fair and the ceremonies and conventions preceding the Expe- 


sition period. 


HE man in charge of this unique cen- 
if sus is Jerome 8. Higgins, who was 
supervisor of the census for St. Louis 
in 1900. The ten men who are making the 
canvass were selected by Mr. Higgins from 
the list of United States census takers, 
ing chosen for their general efficiency, 
courtesy and intelligence. 
They are making a house-to-house cale 
vass. They will not canvass Westmoreland 
Place, but they will visit many residences 


owned and occupied by wealthy and fash- 
ionable citizens, as well as the houses in 
the sections commonly known as “the 
boarding house districts.”’ 

The canvass has beer_in progress for three 
weeks, and when it ends. the result will 
be a directory of houses that will accommo- 
date visitors to the city such as no other 
great city ever possessed. 

By reference to this directory, whith will 
not be punieane, , but will be ment on = 
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by the card system at the headquarters 
to be selected later, the Business Men's 
League Information Service will, pe able 
to “place” any visitor who may apply 
to it. i ee 
The impression that has obtained 
quarters that a fee would be charged f 
enrollment is erroneous.The Business Men's 


League has undertaken the great task at .- 


the instance of the Committee on Cere- 
monies for the World's Fair, in order that 
all the city’s gucsts may be properly en- 
tertained. 

The first large inrush of visitors is expect- 
ed for the dedication ceremonies of the 
World's Fair grounds, April 3. There will 
be three days of festivities, attended by 
the governors of many states and their 
suites, and the gereral public. 

._ Members of the committee in charge 
estimate that from 150,000 to 200,000 visitors 
will be iin ,St. Louis during that period. 

From the lith to the 20th of June the 
Saengerfest will be the attraction. There 
are those who believe that this great musi- 
cal festival will draw to St. Louts even more 
visitors than will the dedcation ceremonies. 
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Itis probable that the Saengerfest visitors 
will remain longer than .those who attend 
the other function. : 


When the World's Fair opens, this direc- 


“tory of boarding houses kept up to date, 


will furnish an invaluable guide for the 
mutue!l benefit of thé guests of the city 
and those who care to earn some income 
ftom the transient population of 1994. 


- “You would be surprised,’’ said Secre- 
tary Saunders of the Business Men's 
League, “to know how many ‘persons there 
are in St.. Louls who desire to take a few 
boarders or romers. There are many per- 
sons of means, owning their homes, who 
‘want to earn some World's Fair board 
monéy. The keeping of boarders is not 
confined to the boarding house districts 
by any me@ns. Families living in fashion- 
able localities, who would not have their 
homes kriown as boardng houses under any 
consideration, are quite willing to take a 
few lodgers or boarders during the rush. 
When they find that the directory list is 
not to be published, they are ready to fill 
out the- blanks required by our system.” 


* 
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While it is impossible to Géfiee with eb- 
solute accuracy the limits of the boarding- 
districts of St. Louis, it may be 


said that there are two sections of the 


city dominated by the boarding-house, One 
is central, leading toward the West. End 
and the north, end the other is on ihe 
South Side, surroundiag Lafayette Park. 
East of the central boarding-house dis- 
trict is the-lodging-house section, including 
the territory from Jeffersons avenue to 
Fourth street and from Clark avenue to 
Cass avenue. se 


J. C. Leoser, one of Mr. Higgins’ can- 
vassers for the boarding house directory, 
td whonm has been assigned the territory 
bounde@ by Jefferson, Laclede and Grand 
avenues and Olive street, talked to the Sun- 
day Post-Dispatch regarding his experi- 
ences with landiadies and nonlandladies. 
He begins his work each morning at 8 
o'clock and reports to Mr. Higgins. “a in 
the afternoon. 

“The greatest difficulty [ eA to contend 
with,” said Mr. Looser, tis the incredulity. 
of*the landiadies. They cannot be brought 


to believe that’a benefit is being offerea 
them gratis. Many of the women who keep 
boarding or lodging houses, or those in 
private houses who would welcome a few 
roomers, refuse at first to give me the in- 
formation required to fill out the blank. 
They are afraid that some one will come 
along later and collect a fee for the work. 


“It is difficult to make them believe that 
the Business Men's League is doing this 
work absolutely without charge to the 
boarding- house keepers, in order to pro- 
vide entertainment for the World's Fair 
visitors. se a 

“Many women. who keep boarders are 
suspicious of any sort, of canvassers, and 
mm» doubt they have been fleeced by some 


“schemers and are entitled to their suspI- 


cions. Very few invite me into the house. 
As a rule, I must stand on the st and 
explain the reason of my call. After much 
explanation, I usually got the information 
sought, ithough in many cases the remark 
is. hurled after me as I depart: “You 
needn't send anybody around ‘to collect 
for this; I wen'l pay a cent!’

pended recently, and for which another

Three of the city’s largest and most 
popular parks, already mentioned, will af- 
ford delightful side drives to the equipages 
that will use this great boulevard. 

At the north and south termini two 
picturegque views up and down the Missis- 
sippl river will supply the water vistas, 
without which no boulevard can be called 
complete. ! 

The new King’s highway will be pano- 
ramic. Its scenic changes will be kaleido- 
sccpic. It will present 18 miles of pictures 
of real life, of which the avid .eye may 
drink its fill. % 


The wheelman, the equestrian, the auto- 
mobilist or the occupant of the barouche 
will have wide choice. He may elect what- 
soever of scenery he fancies, or if he be out 
for a half day’s tour he may traverse the 
great boulevard from end to end, himself 
a part of the entire panorama. 

No more ambitious scheme for a boule- 
vard ever was proposed, and the approxi- 
mated cost of the undertaking runs into 
seven figures. 

The King’s Highway Boulevard Commis- 
sion was created by an ordinance of the 
Municipal Assembly, approved July 12, 1902.

that it is 50 blocks from the river. 


It passes, north and south, through some 
of the most farhionable residential parts of 
the city. The entire eastern end of Forest 
Park is bordered by the highway. The 
thoroughfare is convenient of access to the 
residents who have use for a driveway, and 
is so situated that the spectacle of the 
driveway is visible to those who may oc- 
cupy park benches Instead of carriages. 


But the new King’s highway, as fore- 
casted hy the recommendations of the com- 
mission, will not depend upon the present 
parks alone for its view places. It is a 
part of the elaborate p!an which the com- 
missioners have drawn up to create small 
parks here and there along the route, 
wherever the necessary land can be secured 
and the site is dcemed advantageous. 

These little parks, smaller links in a 
great chain, are to be adorned with shrub- 
bery, trees, flower-plots' and fountains. 
Driveways are to curve in and out, afford- 
ing variety to the drive.

S cafe. There is an opening for a req 
taurateur who will serve no focd 
produced from an animal. Secretary Edgar 
Perkins of the St. Louis Vegetarian £o0- 
clety says sv, and he is looking for the 
man to fill the bill. 

Mr. Perkins 1s ready to give assurance 
that such a cafe will be profitable, and he 
goes farther and expresses the opinion that 
@ vegetarian grocery store wou'd be a 
good investment. For some time past Mr. 
Perkins and other members of th> veg- 
‘etarian society have discussed the cafe 
Project, and within a few months they 
ope to establish such a restaurant. They 
are looking for the man who is willing to 
make the experiment. 

- Bhould this ‘restaurant be established it 
will be the only meatless eating house in 
the. United States. On the bill of fare 
there wil be no egg. no butter, no mik, 
no cream fer the coffee, no cheese, noth- 
ing in which lard or other meat grease ‘s 
used. Everything will be of vegetabie origin. 
There wiil be substitutes for mi.k and but- 
ter, made of nut oils and other ingredients. 

Mr. P@kins avers that he can take one 
pat of butter and one pat of the substitute 
. and let a man eat them in the dark, and 

he will wager the eater that he cannot tell 
which is butter and which is substitute. 
Fried toods will be prepared with cotton- 
seed oll or olive ofl in place of lard. 

There will be no milk in bread or pan- 
cake dough, and no eggs in cakes and 
other pastrics.. No such wall mottoes as 
“Ham and,” “Breaded Pork Chops,"’ “Beetf- 
steak Pies,’ “Corn Beef Hash" and the 
like will be seen.

“I have no doubt of the success of a 
vegetarian cafe,’’ caid Mr. Pe: kins. “A 
downtown location should be chosen, £0 
that the restaurant would be convenient 
to business men. I know men of means 
who would co-operate with the right man, 
ene who could conduct a cafe properly, 
and I feel sure that such,an enterprise 
would pay. 

There are more vegetarians in St. Louis 
than is commonty supposed. Every day 
we hear of persons who follow a vegetarian 
dict. Some do it from motives of hu- 
manity, others because they find that meat- 
eating is injurious to their he..th, and 
some because they hold, meats to be un- 
clean. 

“Our society is now a little more than 
a year old. We have 18 active members, 
but I have a list of 30 vegetarians who, I 
am sure, would co-operate in any move- 
ment for a vegetarian eating place, and 
there are hundreds of others who would 
petronize the cafe If one existed, 

“Many persens who are not. strict vege- 
tarians would eat at a vegetarian restau- 
rant if they knew that they could get pure 
fruit and vegetable foods, properly pre- 
pared, I beleve such an enterprise would 
‘take.’ 

“We are making prelim’nary arrange- 
ments for a grand campaign against the 
enemy—fiesh food. It will be a fight. The 
butchers arfd packers will be against us, 
of course, but the breakfast food men and 
the other pure food manufacturers will 
be with us. In a few months we expect 
to hold a series of educational meetings 
along this line. They will be In the nature 
of entertainments, with plenty of amuse- 
ment features. The first one will be a 
physical culture congress for the city. It 
will be held in a suitable hall, and the 
members of the turnvereins, the Y¥. M. C. 
A. and other o-ganizations where physica! 
culture and athletics are taught wili be in- 
vited. 

“We hold that vegetarianism produces 
strong men, whereas meat eating tends to 
enervate.

Mr. Mizee of Freeburg, Ill, a vegetarian 
of 15 years’ standing, who is able to lie 
prostrate on his back, rigidify the muscles 
of his abdomen and let a 56-pound stone 
from a height of six feet upon that part 
of his anatomy. That s one would simply 
crush the life out of the ordinary meat- 
fed man, but Mr. Mizee's tissue is so well 
knit that the stone rebounds s.x inches 
and he arises unhurt. He atiributes his 
ability to under go this feat to his vege- 
tarian diet. That speaks well for vege- 
tarianism. 

“Following the physical culture congress 
we expect to give a heal ‘h meeting, where 
the merits of vegetarianism as a mere mat- 
ter of hygiene will be discussed and proved. 
The pure food people will co-operate in 
this meeting. Then we hope to invite the 
humane societies and all persons in‘erested 
in humanitarian work to meet in a grard 
congress for the purpose of considering the 
merits of vegetarianism from that stand- 
point. These meet ngs w'll make patronace 
for the vegetarianism cafe when it is es- 
tablished.’’’ 

The St. Louis Vegetarian Society meets 
twice a month at the homes of m>mbers. 
J. George Heid of 994 Maryville avenue fs 
president of the society. At each meeting 
the “hobby” cf the members is discussed. 
There are varying views. Some hold that 
there is no harm in eating eggs. Mr. Heid 
sometimes eats eggs. He savs that when 
traveling he finds it necesary at times, 
inasmuch as the strict vegetarian fares but 
fi] at the average hotel or restaurant, near- 
ly everythirg on the bill of fare being in- 
oculated with geome kind of anim® grease. 

“The vegetarian who goes downtown to 
business also fares ill.”’ eald Mr. Heid, ‘“‘un- 
lese he carries his lunch with him. That 
is inconvenient, but if a man desires to 
eat well and plentifully he must carry his 


lunch along, for the restaurints do not 
provide for the vegetarian. A cafe where 
only vewetarian foods are on the menu 
would be welcomed."’

and long winter, or if the winter has been 
mild, they breed somewhat earlier, often 
by June 1. This main brood reproduces 
at once, and breeding Is more or less con- 
tinuous. One female will give birth to from 
four to twenty per day, thus, in a month, 
one pair may be credited with a family of 
one million or more. 

It is this enormous rapidity of increase, so 

silently progressing, that makes their pres- 
ence alarming. Young fruit trees suffer 
most and sometimes die within three or four 
years after they are attacked by the San 
Jose scale. A caustic or penetrating oil 
will kiil them without fail, and it is only the 
difficulty in reaching them and the danger 
ta the tree in making certain applications 
that prevent their speedy eradication. 

January and’ February is the proper time 
to commence operations, as a later applica- 
tion will have to be reduced in strength so 
as not burn the young growth, and a weak- 
ened solution wiN not destroy a suf- 
ficient number of the pests. The scale likes 
the young growth and may usually be 
found in quantities at the junction of one 
and two year old Wood. 

Spraying is tree insurance. Trees, like 
buildings, shouud be insured against the at- 
tack of destroying insects. But spraying is 
no child's play; it is rather hard and tire- 
some work. ; 

Here is the most simple remedy: Dis- 
solve one to one and a half pounds of pure 
whale oll soap In one gallon of pure water, 
rain water if possibile, by beating water to 
about 160 to 189 degrees. and by shaving 
the sosp off in chips as thin as possible. 
Then stif thoroughly until well dissolved, 
then spray with a common spray syringe, 
or, not possessing one, apply as a wash. -

T has now been decided that the mysterious box containing a skull and 
skeleton in the office of the clerk of the St. Louis Circuit Court shall 
not be buried, and that the weather-beaten tombstone in another 


room, known as “Exhibit B,’

Although the box containing the bones and skull is officially “filed” 
as an “exhibit,” it is too bulky to shove into a pigeonhole. As the room 
is already overcrowded, there is nowhere to put this weird record except 
on the floor, where it accumulates dust and is used as a footstool, Over 
$400,000 worth of St. Louis real estate depends upon this skeleton, and 
ifthey can only prove by it that it is the skeleton of Pinkney W. Sublette, 
formerly of this city, and that he died subsequent to 1861, the plaintiffs 
may divide this vast sum among them. 

In all the annals of the law there is no case recorded more extracr- 
dinary than this, whereby title to a great estate is sought to be estav- 
lished by a human skeleton, which has entered upon a career of restiess- 


ness that may last for years. 


cision lately handed down, the grin- 

ning skull and bones declared to be 
Pinkney WW. Sublette’s skeleton will re- 
main ‘‘on file’’ indefinitely in the office of 
the clerk of the St. Louis Circuit Court. 
“If the Supreme Court's opinion had re- 
versed the verdict of the trial judge and 
awarded the heifs of Pinkney Sublette the 
title to almost a half million dollars’ worth 
of real estate in southwest St. Louis, ar- 
rangements would doubtless be made for 
the immediate reinterment of the uncanny 
“exhibit.” 

But, as the court’s decision was adverse 
to the heirs, the bones will be left to rattle 
around the courtrooms until such time as 
the persons who declare themselves descend- 
ants of the original of the skeleton con- 
clude they are of no further use in es- 
tablishing their claim to a one-eighth in- 
terest in what was once the Sublette farm. 

For five and one-half years this skull 
with «a thigh bone, two ribs and several 
smaller anatomical specimens, have formed 
part of the official records of the circuit 
clerk’s office under the prosaic title of 
“Exhibit A,"’ case No. 10,940, Penniston et 
al. vs. Schlude et al. This is one of eight 
similar suits filed by the same plaintiffs 
against separate defendants. 


BONES REMAIN AS 
FIXTURES IN COURT. 


When the Supreme Court announced 
recently that it sustained Judge Wood's 
finding, the oerks concluded that their 
days of working over a coffin would soon 
be ended. But they reckoned not wisely 
in this respect. The skeleton, it is now an- 
nounced, wil] stay. Though even the bones 
be clamoring for permission to rest in the 
sacred silence of the Sublette lot in Belle-

Upon the contrary, some of the heirs de- 


vlared last week in favot of filing new 
suite. As long as there is a possibility of 
such suits, the bones will be kept at the 
courthouse ready to be produced as evi- 
dence. Until this possibility no longer ex- 
ists, Probate Judge Thomas B. Crews, 
principal.attorney for the Sublette heirs, 
will not proceed to rebury the bones. He 
says there is no legal obstac’e to the filing 
similar nature should the 
heirs so direct. Should one be filed, Judge 
Crews says. the skull and other bones 
might still play an important part in the 
effort to wrest the tit!e of $400,000 worth of 
St. Louis property from its present tenants. 
Furthermore, Judge Crews admits, there 
is no precedent to show that a judge of 
the St. Louis Cirouit Couvft would issue an 
order to bury an ‘‘exhibit.”’ 


For probably half a century the family 
and heirs of Pinkney Sublette had hunted 
for some tidings of his fate. He had gone 
from St. Charlies, Mo., to the far North- 
weet when a youth, and had never re- 
turned. He had never been heard from di- 
rectly after he left the trapping party he 
started out with in the wild region of which 
Wyoming is now a part. Other relatives 
had been given possession of the share of 
the Sublette estate that would have been 
Pinkney’s had he claimed it in 1861, and 
they or their heirs or assigns had con- 
trolied the property for more than thirty 
years and had not dreamed that Pinkney’s 
bones would rise subsequently to confront 
them and demand his patrimony.

The 
Bubie te heirs held a meeting in St. Louis 
In 189% after they had been Informed that 
the long-looked-for “clew"’ to Pinkney alive 
after 1861 had been discovered. This proved 
to be the finding of a grave on the banks 


of Fontenelle creek In Wyoming. with a 


headstone over it bearing the inscription: 
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and tombstone. On this report the heirs de- 
cided to sue. Judge Crews was employed, 
and the legal battle of the bones was be- 
gun. Judge Crews went to Wyoming arid 
located the grave. He exhumed’ the bones, 
shipped them and the tombstone to %t. 
Louis, then returned and filed the #1'‘s. 
The bones and tombstone he filed as ex- 
hibits. This took the persons sueu—itiia...s 
owners and heirs—by surprie. They hired 
lawyers, and one of them, William T. 
Woerner, went with Judge Crews on a 
trip to Wyoming the following year. The 
lone grave was revisited, and depositions 
of persons familiar with the grave and i.s 
occupant were taken. 


It was a far cry from southwest St. Louis 
to the Yellowstone region, but the attorneys 
knew that on the origin of the bones and 
the number 6f yearg they ‘were buried 
largely depended the right of Pinkney Sub- 
lette’s heirs to recover $400,000 worth of St. 
Louis real estate. The real estate, with the 
ownership of one-eighth of which these 
benes are intimately connected, consists of 
the land and the improvements thereon in 
this city, bounded by King’s highway on 
the east, Sublette avenue.on the west, Old 
Manchester road on the south and the M's- 
sourl Pacific Railroad tracks on. the north. 
It has an area of 250 acres and is adorned 
with about 75 small dwellings and a few 
large manufacturing plants. Over a half 
century ago this tract was one o fthe most 
attractive places in or about St... Louis. It 
was the country home of Col. William M. 
Subletie, a prominent citizen who had 
made a fortune while young in trepping 
and trading among the Indians. Une of 
the cMimneys of the old stone mansion in 
the center of the Sublette farm, the house 
in which Col. Sublette died in 1845, is still 
Standing. A!' ~hlette’s property, 
including this ‘‘farm,’’ was left by: will to 
his widow, they having no: children. Three 
years later the widow married Col. Sub- 
lette’s brother, Solomon Subletie.. likewise 
a darirg end adventurous hunter and trap- 
per. Solomon Sublette died in August, 1858, 
and his widow died a few months later. 
Two children sarvived them, a. daughter, 
aged 4 years, and a gon, aged 14 ‘aonc'rs. 
The boy lived only two montns after his 
mother, leaving the little daughter, Esther 
Frances Sublette, as the sole heir. 


On May 16, 1861, th’s orphan hetress died. 
By law, the estate reverted to her parental] 
and maternal relatives. None of her fath- 
er’s six brothers and sisters. if aniy were 
alive at the time. filed’a claim for a share 
in the estate, and the propesty was divided 
eqgual'y between Mrs. Esther Hereford. the 
maternal grandmother, and six ne asian 
uncies and aunts. 


Thirty-six years later, on Nov. 16. 1897, a 
suit was filed in the St. Louls Circuit Court 
by heirs of Pinkney W.. Sublette, a 
paternal uncle of Esther Frances Sablette. 
for a one-eighth interest in the estate of 
which the child: died seized. The stiit was 
based on the sworn statement that Pinkney 
W. Sublette was alive at the time the gir! 
died, and he was therefore entit'ed to an 
equal share with the séven maternal re'a- 
tives. To prove this starting content!on— 
startling in view of the fact that the prop- 
erty inherited by Esther Frances Sublette’s 
heirs had increased to the value of prob- 
ably four million dolars in the almost half 
century intervening—the ske éeton, declared 
to be that of Pinkney W. Sublette, was 
filed as “Exhibit A” accompanying the 
petition. The tombstone was filed as “Ex- 
hibit b."’ 

Attorneys were promptly employed. by 
the present holders of title to the Sublette 
form to defeat the’ purpose for. which the 
ske'eton was exhumed and the: bones 


shipped to St. Louls. These attorneys saw . 


that the whole case rested oh the date of 
Pinkney Sublette’s death. If he were alive 
at the time of Fannie Sublette’s death, May 
16, 18€1, he or his heirs had a rightful caim 
to one-eighth of the estate, if it had not 
tince lapsed by operation of the statute of 
limitations or by the holding of the prop- 
erty In adverse possession by others for so 
many years.

John R. Clopton, former public admin- 
istrator of Sedalia, Mo., testified he had 
met a man in 1864 at the crossing of the 
Piatte and Yellowstone rivers with «a band 
of Indians. the leader of which addressed 
him.as Pinkney Sublette. 


James 8, McKinney, formerly of Calla- 
wuy County, Missouri, said he met a man 
named Pinkney. Sublette on Fentenelle 
creek in 186. McKinney said this man died 
on Fon venelle creek, was buried there and 
that he saw his grave. John B. Wade of 
Sweetwater, Wyo., a ranch owner, testi- 
fied that he saw Pinkney Sublette in 
1862.0n the Fontenelle. Two relatives of the 
Sublet'e family testified that their ances- 
tors told them that Pinkney Sublete went 
west and was lost and that the family never 
heard from him after he left. St. Charles 
County. Isaac N. Yandell of Pocatello, 
ldaho, testified that he started out with 
Pinkhey Sublette from Missouri in 1845 and 
was with him when he died in 1865 on the 
Fontenelle. _ 

Other testimony was presented to fdenti- 
fy the plaintiff’s in the suits, Thomas Pen- 
iston, G. McCarron and John N. Daly, heirs 
of Pinkney Sublette. 

Attorneys for the defense endeavored to 


show that Pinkney SuPlette was not alive’ 


in 1861 and that the bones were not his if 
the tombstone inscription was authentic. 
They cross-examined the plaintiff's wit- 
nesses and drew from rMs. Mary M. Moore, 
a first cousin of Pinkney Sublette, this 
statement of a conversation she ‘had with 
his brother, Andrew, in 1847: _ >» 

‘He said the Indiaris attacked them and 
all of them made their escape but Pinkney. 
I asked the question, ‘Was he killed?’ They 
said they didn't know. I said, ‘Didn't you go 
back and hunt for h‘s body?’ They said no; 
they were afraid,

John B. Shaw, who went to schogl with 
Pinkney, testified that William Sulfette 
told him in 1842 that Pinkney had been 
killed by Blackfeet Indians. He added that 
his recollection was that Pinkney had 
strayed away from a trapping party and 
had been scalped. He stated incidentadly 
that Pinkney was born In about 1812 or 1813. 
While they were at school together in 1829, 
Shaw said Wiliam Sub'ette came to ihe 
school, got Pinckney and started out West 
with him. Shaw said he remembered the 
brothers’ departure from St. Charles dis- 
tinctly. Testimony was a‘so introduced to 
show that. Pinkney signed a receipt of his 
mother as a witness in 1861. — 

In an ingenious argument the attorneys 
for the defense, Mr. Woerner and Charles 
W. Bates, at present city counselor, dwelt 
on the facts brought’ out by the receipt 
and Shaw's testimony as to Pinkney’s age. 
They introduced the deposition of Yafdell, 
and. quoted at length from his story show- 
ing how he had _ traced the career of

Pinkney Sublette from his departure from’ 


Missouri’ in 184 to the minute details he 
gave of his death in 18% on the banks of 
Fontenelle creck. 

“There must have been two Pinkney Sub- 
lettes,”’ these lawyers argued. ‘‘The Pinkney 
Sublette ‘who left St. Charles in .1829 with 
his older brother and never returned, could 
not possibly. have been the Pinkney Sublette 
who died jn 18f5 on the banks of the Fon- 
tendle. Therefore the claimants in this 
case, being the irs of the first Pinkney 
Sublette, cannot recover any of the estate 
because they have proved the death sub- 
sequent to 1861 of another Pinkney Sub- 
lette.”’ 

Judge Wood took the case under advise- 
ment. On June 18, 1900, he handed down a 
brief finding, in which was incorporated 
this paragraph: 

“"The court finds that the said Pinkney 
W. Sublette died long prior to May 16, 
186i and left:no descendants him surviving. 
it follows, as a matter of law, that plain- 
tiffs are not heirs of said Frances E. Sub- 
lette, and have no title to the premises in 
controversy under the statute of descents 
and distribution. Judgment for defend- 
ants."’ 

» Heynever bas explained in public his rea- 
sons for his conclusion as to the date of 
Pinkney Sublette’s death.

‘The storage batteries that are at present 
in use in automobiles were originally de- 
signed for stationary purposes, not for ve- 
hicles. The various automobile companies 
have been doing the best that they could 
with them, but they were eatirely inadaptl- 
ble to vehicle traction. 

‘The acid and iead which is used in these 
batteries gives a complicated chemical ac- 
tion. The batteries are thus not perfectly 
reversible, or, In other words, there is a 
leakage—a gradual loss of power. A true 
storage battery is one that must be perfect- 
ly reversible for ell time. 

“Ff a man buys an aufomobile today he Is 
furnished with a book of instructions; he 
must hire an expert to teach him how to 
run it, and if he does not foll¥w the in- 
structions, he finds himself in a year with- 
out an. antomobile. 

“The life of an old-fashianed battery is 
jn proportion to its weight. If it fis reduced 
in weight, its lifetime also is Inevitably 
cut down. 

“The problem, therefore, was to construct 
a battery not for experts, but for-geheral 
use-a 


ig FS, my new battery is finished,” 
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its work just the same. 

“The thing that was needed was what I 
might call brutal practicability. Every 
machine made for general use must be 
made not only so that it will work properly 
when properly treated, but when it is 
abused as well. a 

“The new battery fills the bill In this re- 
gard. It has stood every possible test suc- 
cessfully. For a long time it has been my 
habit to test the packing of goods that 
were to be shipped; the packages are taken 
to a third-story window and thrown to the 
ground. If they are found to be unbroken 
when they are picked up, the packing is 
said to be successfully done. 

“The same kind of rigorous tests have 
been applied to tHe battery. On one oc- 
casion the test antomobile was turned up- 
side down with a crash, but neither opera- 
tor nor battery were injured. 

“There is no comparison between it and 
the other batteries. The one on exhibition 
in New York City weighs 660 pounds 
and will drive a heayy automobile, with 
two passengers, 100 miles without charg- 
ing, if the roads are good. 

“It. has enormous charge rate and is, 
in my opinion, the beau ideal for vehicle 
traction. At any rate, it is absolutely the 
best that I can do in that line. 

“Others coming after me may do more. 
Nature is a pretty big proposition, and a 
man would certainly have a swelled head 
who imagined that he had reached a 
finality in any line. No one knows more 
than a hundred thousand millionth of one 
per cent about this universe. 

“To describe the new battery in a popular 
way is not easy, though the machine is 
very simple. It may be called an internal 
combustion apparatus.

township governments, no school districts, 
and no schoolhouses. It is reported by an 
officer of the interior department that there 
is not a common school in the entire Indian 
Territory. The census of 1900 shows that 
there were at that time 159,000 persons of 
school age. Some of these peope have 
been in the territory for half a generation 
and more, and the result is a frightful rate 
of. illiteracy and crime, largely increased 
by the absence of civil government. Not a 
dollar in money or an acre of land has been 
set aside for the support of schools, either 
temporarily or permanentty. 

The title to the whole body of the land 
in the Indian Territory, except the small 
section included in organized towns, is yet 
in the Indian tribes by a fee simple title. 
it will not be finally alioted in severalty 
befure 1906, the t'me fixed in the treaties to 
terminate the tribai relations, At ¢his time 
not a single allotment has been made in 
the Cherokee, Choctaw and Chickasaw na- 
tions, comprising 2,579 square mi:es of the 
31,000 square miles comprising the Ind‘an 
Territory.

The conclusion is therefore irresistible 
that the union of the two territories as pro- 
posed by the majority of the Senate com- 
mittee would place the chief burden of tax- 
ation upon the taxpayers of of Oklahoma 
to suport a state. government. It would be 
an unequal partnership, unjust and op- 
pressive to the people of Oklahoma, who, 
for more than a decade, have expended their 
time and energy in building up the wealth 
and institutions of what is capable of be- 
ing one of the most splendid commonwealths 
in the American nation. 


The provision itn the single statehood bill, 
which provides for granting from the pub- 
lic domain in Oklahoma tands equal to sec- 
tions 16 and 3% in every township In the In- 
dian Territory for the support of common 
schools, would be inoperative, because the 
public domam in Oklahoma of any sub- 
statial value has already been occupied 
ty homestead settlers or reserved to the 
territory by former acts of Congress for 
public purposes. 

Unless Congress is willing to appropriate 
a sum of money to the Indian Territory for 
the support of schools, for public bulidings,

The people of Oklahoma would be less 
tham human if they were willing to surren- 
der their own landed patrimony, reserved 
and prom'‘sed to them by Congress to edu- 
cate the children, pay the taxes and build 
the public insttitutions of the Indian Terri- 
tory.

N the Fifty-third Congress Gen. Wheeler, 
as chairman of the committee having 
the matter in charge, made a report 

favoring statehood for Oklahoma without 
including the five civilized tribes. In the 
Fifty-fourth Congress, Mr. Scranton, as 
chairman, also made a report favoring 
statehood for Oklahoma, also saying noth- 
ing about Indian Territory. Mr. Wheeler 
was a Democrat and Mr. Scranton a Re- 
publican. The present statehood Dill, 
known as the Flynn bill, is drafted along 
the lines of those resolutions and etate- 
ments, 

Democratic members in Congress this 
year are vigorous in declaring that they 
will support this bill, and equally vigorous 
in declaring that they will not pass a Dill 
including the Indian Territory with Okla- 
homa in one stare. 

Since the numerous statehood meetings 
the government has made later treaties 
with each’of the five tribes, making no: 
provision in them for extending the lines of 
a state around those Indian tribes. 

It is stated by citizens of Indian Territory 
that the great body of the péople in that 
territory are opposed to any union with 
Oklahoma; that they would greatly prefer 
the Moon territorial bill for Indian Terri- 
tory to any union with Oklahoma, and that 
they would prefer territorial government 
to any statehood proposition, and that there 
should be two states formed ultimately out 
of the two territories. 

It is no secret that the governors and 
chief men of the Cherokee, Creek, Seminole 
and Choctaw nations have recently ¢x- 
pressed themselves as opposed to statehood 
with Oklahoma, and so have many Of the 


territorial ‘orm of government and want to 
elect ofticers and have a state and govern 
themselves. indian Territory cannot and 
will not become a state or part of a state 
until their lands are taxable, and, under 
the allotment patents, the lands will not 
become taxable for 21 years. 

l believe that eventually the whole of In- 
dian Territory wil) be part of the state of 
Oklahoma, and that when it comes in it 
will have the bulk of the population. If the 
Indian Territory could be forced in with 
Oklahoma next year it would have so much 
larger a population than Oklahoma that 
they would dominate the state. The ecast- 
ern third of the state would contain a large 
majority of the population, and the capital 
would probably be established at Muskogee. 
The penitentiary would probably go te 
South McAlester, the university to Vinita, 
and the other state institutions in the same 
way. 

The census now shows that there are 
more school children in the Indian Terri- 
tory than in Oklahoma, therefore they 
would take more than half.of the school 
fund, and when .all the allotments are 
leased we would probably have to give up 
two-thirds of it. | 

One of the things that will hold the In- 
dian Territory away from statehood for 
several years is the question of allotments, 
The Creeks have taken their allotments, 
the Cherokee rolls are complete and ailot- 
ments will soon begin. About 25,000 claims 
are now filed before a court established by 
Congress to decide the validity of citizen- 
ship claimed by persons in Mississippi. The 
Choctaw and Chickasaw allotments can- 
not be made unti] those claims are passed 
upon. They cannot be disposed of inside 
of five years. After that the deeds will 
be made, but the land will not become tax- 
abie until twenty-one years after the pat- 
ents are issued.

It would be manifestly unjust 
to subject the Indian citizens to a system 
of burdensome taxation before they have 
had time to adjust themselves to ther 
changed surroundings and contrary to the 
understanding that they shall be free from 
such extrancous burdens until after March 
4, 1906. 

Generally speaking, there appear to be 
no valid or urgent reasons why Indian 
Territory should be burdened with a state 
government at once. It is not necessary 
that either the omnibus bill or the Bev> 
eridge bill become a law in its present 
shape. Neither is satisfactory to the peo- 
ple of Indian Territory. It may be stated 
with full assurance that ff the omnibus bill 
did not contain a provision by which In- 
dian Territory would necessarily become a 
part of Oklahoma in the future, an over- 
whelming majority of the people of this 
territory would be opposed to annexation 
to Oklahoma. 

A proper appreciation of the future inter- 
est of your country would diotate the cre- 
ation of four states instead of two or three 
out of the four territories in question. 

The South and West, the producing, but 
debtor, section of the country, should not 
waive their right to demand and receive 
the representation to which they are en- 
titled to enable them to more equally cope 
with the wealth and power of the Bast. If 
we get statehood now we shall have it for- 
ever, whether good or bad; if we err in 
not taking it now, we can easily remedy 


~ the mistake by eocuring admission in the 


tuture. 

We do not want to assume Oklahoma's 
debt, tn the creation of which we had no 
voice and from which we receive no ben- 
efits. We do not want to impose unneces- 
sary taxes on the property of the people 
of this territory, especially during this

Until 13 years ago there were no white 
men in Oklahoma. Since that time the en- 
ergy, the great controlling spirit of Amer!- 
can citizenship, if you will, has buiit up 4 
magnificent territory fit in population, re- 
sources and wealth, to take its place among 
the galaxy of states, It has established a 
splendid system of schools, colleges and a 
university. There are no schools in Indian 
Territory. — 

The percentage of {lliteracy is only 3 per 
cent in Oklahoma; in Indian Territory the 
percentage of illiteracy is one-half. This, 
surely, is significant enough, especially in 
view of the fact that Indian Territory 
might have had a school system. 

I am a Northern man, and I want Okla- 
homa to come into the Union as a Northern 
state, like Iowa, for instance. The question 
of statehood for Oklahoma is, after all, 
largely a matter of politics and business. 
Materially the Indian Territory is no fit 
companion for jéint statehood with Okla- 
homa, and not until it becomes the equal 
should it be admitted on an equal footing. 
But I am not a partisan, and would accept 
singie or joint statehood rather than none 
at all. For that reason I believe the best

2. Oklahoma has free whisky for sale. The 
sale of whisky in the Indian Territory 
would utterly ruin and degrade the Indian 
people. The United States is pledged for- 
ever to protect Indian Territory against this 
traffic in treaties with each one of the 
Five Tribes. The lNquor trade dominates 
Oklahoma; it would like to dominate In- 
dian Territory. Oklahoma will never give 
up the liquor traffic; Indian Territory will 
never accept it. 


3. The laws of Oklahoma are entirety dif- 
ferent from the laws of the Indian Terri- 
tory, notably in taxation. Oklahoma allows 
her people to undervalue the property listed 
with the tax assessor down to one-third 
and one-fourth of the true valuation. Un- 
der the laws of Indian Territory is a max- 
imum rate of taxation, which is a great 
safewuard against such practices, 

4. Oklahoma has a modified form of the 
Nebraska statutes; Indian Territory a mod- 
ified form of the Arkansas statutes, The 
people have grown accustomed to these 


‘laws. No good reason exists why Oklaho- 


ma should abandon her laws, habits and 
customs thereunder, or why the people of 
Indian Territory should abandon theirs. 

5. The Indians of Oklahoma are nearly 
all “blanket” Indians of the wild tribes— 
Comanches, Kiowas, Apaches, Cheyennes, 
Arapahoes, etc. The Indians of Indian Ter- 
ritory are highly civilized Christian peo- 
ple. Laws suited to wild Indians would be 
unsulted to civilized Indians. 

6. In Oklahoma an issue is made against 
allowing Indian children to attend white 
schools, proposing to class them with ne- 
groes.. Such treatment would be offensive 
and unbearable to the people of Indian 
Territory—Indians and whites alike. 

Oklahoma has al! the public institutions 
of a state already .established—university, 
normal school, agricultural coilege, etc. 
Indian Territory would pay two-thirds of 
the tax, and all of such tax would be spent 
in Ohlahoma for the benefit of her towna. 
All the public Institutions are conveniently 
situated for the people of Ok'‘ahoma, who 
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The people of Indian Territory, would be 
obliged to travel twice the distance to the 
capital in Ok‘ahoma as they ‘would if the 
capital were in their own country. 

A reasonable size in a state improves the 

convenience and intelligence gf the admin- 
istration; the laws wh be made 
uniform, do not, by exceeding diversity of 
interest, operate harshly on any portion. It 
is for this reason that counties are framed 
of a suitable size. 

The smaller the state the more nicely can 
the state laws be made to suit the needs of 
the people, but there is a limitation on this 
aspect of the case—that the state must be 
large enough to support state government 
properly. Rhode Island is an example of a 
state of 1200 square miles which maintains 
a respectable state government. 

Indf&an Territory has an area about twen- 
ty-five times as large. It is as fertile as a 
garden, has infinite fields of coal, asphalt, 
oil, gas, granite, marble and building stone. 
It is splendidly watered, and has magnifi- 
cent forests of pine, hardwood and puip 
woods, It has a genial and bracing climate 
where fruits and flowers.grow in splendid 
luxuriance, and where overflowing granar- 
ies, fat cattle and fine horses enrich the 
farmers. If the roek-bound, wintry fields 
of Rhode Island camsupport state govern- 
ment it need not be feared that Indian Ter- 


ritory cannot do the same. She can doit . 


twenty-five timesyas well us gallant little 
Rhode Island. 

The ‘Democratic politicians of Oklahoma 
demand union with Indian Territory be- 
cause they need Democratic votes in Okla- 
homar The Republican politicians of Okla- 
homa denounce union with Indian Territory 
because they do not need Democratic votes 
in that commonwealth. 

Admitting the four great territories of 
Atizoha, New Mexico, Oklahoma and In- 
dian Territory (or Jefferson) there will be 
west of the Mississippi river 23 states. East 
of the river there are 27 states. Thus there 
would be 43 western senators and 54 eastern 
senators. The West has more than twice 
the area of the East. It has more than 
twice the national] resources of the East. It 
is inhabited by the sons and daughters of 
the East, by the very bone and blood of the 
East, by those who love the East, its his- 
tory and achievements. It is inhabited by 
a people rapidly doubling in numbers, and 
its population in an incredibly short time 
will exceed that of thé East. 

The real issue in single statehood in its 
national aspect is this: Shall the West 
be deprived of two United States senators 
to which, by population, area, resources 
and precedents, it is justly entitlled? 

By HON. SIDNEY CLARKE of Okla- 
homa City. 
HE plan to ultimately unite the In- 
L dian Territory and Oklahoma into a 
single state, as proposed by the om- 
nibus bill, is regarded by Congress as a 
happy solution of the statehood question, 
and as the only way to accomplish that 
result: Since the application of the people 
of Oklahoma for statehood was first pre- 
sented to Congress, up to this hour, there 
has been no change in the situation either 
in Congress or so far as the Indian Terri- 
tory is concerned. 

The work of the Dawes commission will 
last for some years, and the agreements 
pecently made with the Indian tribes. ex- 
tending tribal government until 1906, will 
be sacredly observed. The work on hand 
is the division and final settlement of a 
vast estate—a landed property almost equal 
in area to the State of Jndiana-—and the 
solution of the most complex educational, 
social and governmental problems that have 
ever vexed the government of the United 
States. It is certain that if statehood is 
to be secured at all, it must be In the man- 
rer provided in the pending omnibus bill, 
or Oklahoma will remain a territory—a po- 
litical orphan, without voice or influence 
in national affairs for many years. 

By several acts of Congress lands have 
been. granted to Oklahoma of the value of 
$18,000,000 for educational and other pur- 
poses, which would reduce our state taxes 
to a minimum—much lower than they are 
under territorial laws. Shall we donate 
one-half or more of this rich »Datrimony to 
the Indian Territory, denying to ourselves, 
our children and our children’s children the 
tlessihgs it would confer, or shall we re- 
gerve it for the people of the commen- 
wealth of Oklahoma? 

There ‘can be no mistake as to the pres- 
ent and future condition of the lands In the 
Indian Territory and the unfitness of that 
territory to become at this time an equal 
partner with Oklahoma, The lands alloted, 
outside of the towns will belong to the In- 
dians. By agreements with the Choctaws 
and Chickasaws the lands held by the In- 
dians are not subject to taxation for a long 
périod of years. The great bulk of the lands 
must continue in the hands of the mem- 
bers of the tribes, because the male adults 
among them can only sell a portion of their 
holdings, while no provisions are made for 
sales by minors or married women at all. 
There are no public lands which ean be 
given to promote education among the peo- 
ple. There are no established funds that 
can be used for such purposes. For a great 
while, after the territory shall have be- 
come a state of the Union, it. must be as- 
sumed that the people of the country will 
be largely non-owners of the soil on which 
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It has been asserted that Congress can 
equalize the grant of Oklahoma's school 
lands between the two territories by ap- 
propriating the mineral] lands of the Indian 
Territory to the single state. This asser- 
tion is preposterous. Like all other lands 
in that territory, the mineral lands are 
held by the Indian tribes by fee simple title. 
There is not a single acre of land or a single 
dollar in all the Indian Territory that Con- 
gress has any power to appropriate for a 
school fund or for any other purpose. Surely 
it will take time to, solve the problem of 
how the 160,000 children in the Indian Terrt- 
tory are to be educated. 

In the effervescence of sophomore recita- 
tions and the blowing of partisan soap 
bubbles by anti-statehood orators, the la- 
mentable condition of affairs in Indian 
Territory has been carefully kept out of 
sight. As reported by the attorney-gen- 
eral of the United States, there were pend- 
ing in the courts of Indian Territory on 
July 1, 1901, a6A6 criminal prosecutions. For 
many years this great avalanche of crime 
has swept over that territory. Vast pro- 
cessions of convicted criminals have been 
marshalled by carloads to the peniten- 
tiaries of the states; the gallows has ter- 
minated the careers of many, and yet the 
jails and courts are crowded more and 
more.

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POPULATION 


HE commercial and social conditions 
ae of Indian Territory are probably less 
well known than those of any other 
portion of the United States. Although 
surrounded by states, whose population is 
notable for inteiligence and cultivation, be- 
yond its own boundaries the Indian Ter- 
ritory is almost an unknown land. In the 
states beyond those surrounding it, it is 
regarded as a wild country, the inhabi- 
tants of which are “merely Indians,” who 
wear blankets and live in tepees. 

As a miffitter of fact, it is a country al- 
most as large as Ohio, with a population 
of more than 500,000, of whom only 80,000 
are Indians, not one of whom wears a 
blanket. These Indians can hardly be dis- 
tinguished from white men, and all of 
them can understand, while most of them 
habitually speak Eng ish. 

Besides the citizens of the Five Civilized 
Tribes, i. e., the Cherokees, the Musko- 
gees or Creeks, the Seminoles, translated 
“The Strayed Ones,” members of the 
Creek tribe; the Choctaws and the Chick- 
asaws; the only other Indians within the 
territory are on the Quapaw reservation 
in the northeast corner. The various 
tribes of the Quapaw agency are small 
parties of Modocs, Peorias and Ottawas, 
remnants of once formidable bands. There 
are also a few Wyandottes, Shawnees and 
Senecas. There are not more than 1500 
Indians in these reservations, if, indeed, 
that many. They cut no figure in the 
general statistics of the territory. 

A subdivision of the population of the 
Indian Territory has been compiled by the 
Sunday Post-Dispatch up to the present 
time from the rolls of the Dawes commis- 
sion on allotment, and from railroad and 
commercial statistics In the various cities 
and towns in the territory, which shows 
at a glance the great diversity of interests 
therein. 

“Mixed bloods” are those of all degrees 
of Indian consanguinity, from half bloods 
to the most remote diminution, as low in 
some cases as the U%th part, which means 
almost total extinction. Intermarried whites 
are men and women who have married In- 
dians, of whatever degree, and who bear 
all the rights of citizenship and the com- 
munity of property. Freedmen are negroes, 
once the slaves of the Indians, brought 
with them from the South when they im- 
migrated to the Indian Territory, and freed 
at the conciusion of the civil war, being 
adopted into the various tribes as citizens 
as some compensation for their previous 
bondage, and given certain property rights. 

White non-citizens are those who have 
ventured into the country, either upon the 
invitation of the Indian or in quest of for- 
tune, and who have been a potent force 
in civilizing the Indian. These are entirely 
responsible for the commercial and indus- 
trial up-building of the territory. The 
enormous preponderance of this portion of 
the population is striking to the student of 
conditions in the Indian Territory.

Fort Gibson, the oldest town in Indian 
Territory, is rich in historic lore, some of 
which has been'written, but most of which 
is yet unrecorded. Settled shortly after the 
Louisiana Purchase, there was established 
a@ military post in 1819. Many notable and 
distinguished men have lived there.. Some

Among the United States officers. who 
commanded and lived at’ Fort Gibson was 
Zachary Taylor, afterwafd President of 
the United States, and Jefferson Dayis, 
afterward Président of the Southern Con- 
federacy. Mrs. M. J. Ross of Fort Gibson, 
wife of ex-Chief W. P. ‘Rows, was well ac- 
quainted with Miss Betty Taylor before she 
married Jefferson Davis, who at that time 
was an untried lieutenant? ahd married 
Miss Taylor without the nsent of her pa- 
rents, eloping to Van But n, ue. for that 
—purpose. , 


Jefferson Davis afterward ‘commanded the 
post at Fort Gibson, living there with his 
wife until..called to active duty in the 
Mexican war, where he won great distinc- 
tion as a soldier in the celebrated battle of 
Buena Vista. Davis is credited wih sav- 
ing the day for the Americans, and after 
this exploit Gen. Taylor was very proud uf 
his son-in-law. The house in which Davis

Another noted character of national re- 
pute who lived at the fort was Gen. Sam 
Houston. History records that he resigned 
the governorship of Tennesse, left his new- 
ly-wedded wife, went West and joined thre 
Cherokees. He lived for a number of years 
at Fort Gibson, assuming the Indian gard 
of that time. He resided. .for a time 
with old Chief Johnnycake,. near the Ar- 
kansas river below the old fort. He was 
both feared and honored by the Cherokees, 
who admired him for his learning and 
bravery. Why he left his wife In Tennes- 
see, resigned power and social position for 
a home among the Indians is an historical 
mystery. Not long after his arrival at 
Fort Gibson he married Tahlihina Rogers, 
a very beautiful Cherokee maiden, with 
whom he lived until his departure for the 
war in Texas, in 1832. What followed is a 
matter of history. Houston joined a ban 
of patriots, who were struggling for the in- 
dependence of Texas, became their gener- 
al, defeated the Mexican army, won the in- 
dependence of Texas, and was its first gov- 
ernor, married again and rajsed a family; 
one of his*sons, Temple Hous‘on, now be- 
ing .a prominent attorney at Western, O.

The oak-covered hills are generally sterile 


and worthless for, agricultural purposes, 


but the abundance of game, fine spring wa- 
ter and convenience of wood, led the In- 
dians to settle in the timber country when 
first transfered to the territory, and where 
the full-bloods still. remain, eking out ex: 
istence on a few acres of corn raised in 
the valleys, and on hogs raised on acorns. 
Theee are the real Indians, and are con- 
temptuously known as the “hill-billies.’’ 
By the admission of their wisest men they 
are less civilized and fit for citizenship than 
they were 20 years ago. Their’s is a case 
of arrested progre#s, and it is believed that 
the only hope of civilizing them is to :tn- 
duce them to settle on the fertile lands, 
rent portions to the whites, mingle freely 
with them and attend the same churches 
and schools. 

The Chickasaw Nation has an area of 
7267 square miles, and the Jargest amount 
of really good agricultural land in the ter- 
ritory. It is a rolling prairie, particularly 
well watered, lying as it does along the 
Red river, which has many tributaries. 

Cotton is the staple product. Before the 
war the slaves of ‘the Chickasaws raised 
a bale or more to the acre, In 1902 there 
were. marketed in Ardmore, the. principal 
town in the nation, and probably the 
largest in the territory, 60,000 bales of cot- 
ton. The Chickasaw Nation is largely sct- 
tled by Texans and Southerners, who are 
generally engaged as cotton factors and 
cattlemen. Corn 1s also extensively grown 
in the Washita Valley, where as high as 90 
bushels are raised to the acre; 50 bushels 
'to the acre is a fair yield. 

The acreage of farm land in the. Choc- 
taw country is not so large as in the Chick- 
asaw Nation, nor is the soil so capable of 
a high production. Cotton and corn are 
the staple products. Little attention is paid 
to cereals. The soil is _capab: e of produc- 
ing peaches and small “fruits. The rainfall 
in the autumn, winter and spring is usual- 
ty abundant, but in midsummer dry weath- 
er sets in. 

There are no arid lands in the Creek 
Nation, ang although but @ small propor: 
tion of the 3,000,000 acres are farmed, about 
7 per cent of them are susceptible to 4 
high state of cultivation. Deep belts of 
timber grow along the streams, consist- 
ing of hickory, pecan, ash, oak, maple, 
cottonwood, walnit, elm and sycamore. 
The soil is a rich sand loam. The Deep 
Fork and the North Fork of the Canadian 
river flow across the nation and empty in- 
to the Canadian near Eufaula, while. the 
South Canadian river forms the southern 
boundary of the nation. Before the ad- 
vent of the railways they were used for 


transportation 
. Corn and cotton’ can be grown to great 
advantage, and cotton is the staple crop. 
Muskogee, a city of 8500, the seat of the 
Dawes commission and the United States 
Indian agent, and the most active busi- 
ness center tn the territory, shipped 40,000 
bales of cotton Im 1902, and has a large 
cotton compress and oil mill, while an- 
other compress is building #t a cost of

To this day the non-citizen of the 
territory may not own.a foot of land out- 
side the towns In the years that have gone 
he erected his buildings on lots which 
he held by slight tenure and pald rent to 
an Indian. 

By act of Congress. May 31,, 1900, the Sec- 
retary of thé Interior was authorized .to 
lay out and survey all townsites in the ter- 
ritory having a population of 200 or more. 
To carry on this work Congress appropriat- 
ed $150,000 to be used in making surveys and 
appraisements in the Choctaw, Creek and 
Cherokee Nations.

will find that meny persons suddenly dash 
across the sidewalk, causing persons com- 
ing from thea other direction to sidestep, 
duck, feint and otherwise perform athletic 
exercises not practiced except in the pri- 
vacy of the gymnasium and the publicity of 
the St. Louis sidewalk. 

“Stand at the corner and see the people 
crossing the street at a busy intersec- 
tion. Do they go in parallel lines, cone 
this wav and one that? Not at all. They 


mix up like children at a frolic. They 
weave in and out. 

“I undertake to say that if a given hun- 
dred people walking on Broadway, hal‘ the 
number passing the other half on a block, 
were furnished with ropes to carry in their 
hands, the result would be that most of 
them would find themselves woven to- 
gether like a rag carpet in a loom, and it 
would require more skill than is is required 
to thread a labyrinth or a crystal maze 
for them to unwind themselves. 

“If the shop windows are not respon- 
sible for this zigzag condition, I would 
suggest another solution of the mystery. 
There are big shops and shop windows in 
New York, Chicago and other American 


cities where the left and right alignment 
is more generally preserved; but there is 
not so much standing on the sidewalks in 
those cities as there is here, 

‘In New York the police make the people 
move along. “‘Move on, there!’ is a familiar 
cry in Gotham, where a man is thus ad- 
monished by a big bluecoat if he stops on 
the edge of the curb long enough to get a 
fresh breath. 

“In St. Louis, which is something of a 
southern city, life is not so strenuous; the 
police do not require a man to keep eter- 
nally cn the go, and consequently persons 
frequently stand on the outer or inner edge 
of the sidewalk for severai minutes at a 
time, chatting together or looking about 
them. 

“When they turn ‘into the passing crowd 
and. move on, sometimes it takes half a 
block for them to get into their proper 
alignment, and in the meantime they are 
dodging in and out like a weaver’s shut- 
tle.

ALKING with bare feet-:on a pave- 

W ment of red-hot stones, placed in 

a thin layer over a fire of blazing 
cordwood! 

This apparently impossible feat is now 
actually being performed by a tribe of 
South Seq savages, who regard the ‘‘fire- 
walk,” as it is called, as a religious cere- 
mony. 

Rumors of such a performance have 
reached this coyntry from time to timé, 
Dut nothing definite was known until re- 
cently, when Prof. 8. P. Langley, head of 
the Smithsonian Institution,’ made a trip 
to the South Seas for the especial purpose 
of investigating the ‘‘fire-walk.”’ 

. Prof. Langley was told that the ceremony 
Was still performed in Tahiti, a emall fs- 
land not far from Halli, and @n reaching 
Tahiti he found a priest named Papa-tta, 
who was willing to exhibit his powers as 
a fire-walker. 

‘Papa-lIta was the finest looking native 
that I have ever seen,” said Prof. Langley. 
“He was tall, dignified in bearing, with 
unusually intelligent features. 

“He said that he walked over the hot 
stones without danger by the use of spells 
which he was able to utter, and by the ald 


the island. 

“The place selected for the ceremony, 
fortunately, was not far from the ship. I 
went there at noon and found that a large, 
shallow pit or trench had been dug, about 


near by was a pile containing some cords 
of rough wood and a pile of rounded wa- 
ter-worn stones, weighing, I should think, 
from # to 8 pounds apiece. The wood was 
placed in the trench, the fire waw lighted 
and the stones heaped on it, as I was told, 
directly after I left, or at about 12 o'clock.

ON BOTTLE’S BRIM FLOAT UPRIGHT 


To balance a fresh egg on the rim of the 
neck of a bottle is a feat with a cork ard 
two forks. Make a slight hollow in one 
end of the cork. Push into the cork the 
prongs of two forks as near as you can 
judge, opposite each other on either side, 
at the end away from the hollow. To test 
them place thé hollow end of the cork on. 
the fingerend; if the forks hang unequally, 
you must push one deeper, until they are 
properly balanced, when they may be 
placed carefully on the large end of the 
egg. Lift this carefully, and as they are 
balanced, place the egg on the bottle, as 
shown in the accompanying illustration. 


When a cork is thrown on the water it 
does not float In an upright position and 
cannot be made to do so itself. You can, 
however, float a number of corks upright. 
Take seven cogks, stand one upright, and 
the rest arou it. Now.with your hand 
grasp them all together, and plunge them 
into a basin of water, and hold them under 
in position for a few moments.
